Ch Unnati, January 24—Sensational re- 
ports were published here today of an 
alleged shortage in the books of Theo- 
dore Braemer, who resigned last Sunday 
his position as secretary and tréasurer 
of the J. & F. Schroth Packing Com- 
pany, of this city. The story, as first 
published, alleged a shortage of from 
$160,000 to $400,0u0, extending over a period 
of twenty years, and claimed that Mr. 
braemer had iurned over all of his prop- 
erty and chattels in trust pending an 
examination of the books by experts. 
Braemer denied that there was any de- 
falcation, but admitted that he had 
turned $72,000 in personal property over tu 
Harlan Cleveland, his, attorney, and Jo- 
seph W. O'Hara, attorney for the Schroth 
company. While @®raemer talked freely 
about the case, the Schroths refused to 
Say anything, and the attorneys were 
also. reticent. 

Braemer is 45 years old and has been 
with the Schroths twenty-seven years, 
most of the time receiving $25 per week 
as bookkeeper, and in recent years twice 
that much as secretary and treasurer. 
The firm did a business of about a mil- 
lion dollars a year, which was handled 
by Braemer. 

How the Reports Emanated. 

When John Schroth died more than a 
year ago, Lieutenant Governor Nippert 
became the attorney of his heirs, who 
instituted ar) investigation of the com- 
pany. This finally culminated in a meet- 
ing of all interested parties last Sunday, 
at which Braemer resigned,.and from 
which the sensational reports of today 
emanated. 

Harlan Cleveland, attorney for Brae- 
mer, and John W. O'Hara, attorney for 
the company, and also trustees, are en- 
gaged with zy in : 
The accountants insist that 
they cannot complete their work :for two 
or three weeks and counsel say that 
ho reliable statement can be made intil 
that time. 

No reports of similar character ever 
created such:'a sensation in this ¢ity,; as 
Mr. Braemer always has been regarded 
as a man of the highest business and 
social standing. He owns one of the 
finest residences in the city and it is 
furnished with all that art can supply. 
In the sensational reports that have 
been published no reference is made to 
him as having any bad habits. The at- 
torneys and other interested persons will 
give no assurance that the report of the 
experts on the examination of the books 
will be made public when completed, as 
they state that every possible difference 
has already been adjusted satisfactorily 
by the property that Braemer has turned 
over in trust.

In an interview, Mr. Braemer said: 

“So they say I am short $400,000, do 
trey ?”” 

*Yes.”’ 

*Well, it is not true. 

“They say mv house cost $125,000. It 
cos about $25,000." , 

“Has anything that you did own been 
traasferred to any one recently?’ 

“Tl tell you the truth of the whole 
matter.

MORTALLY SHOT BY BROTHER. 


Chicago Family Quarrel Has a Very 
Tragi¢ Sequel. 


January 22.—Robert 
ridge, a wealthy ice dealer, was shot 
and mortally wounded tonight by his 
brother, William McFetri@%e. The broth- 
ers, their wives and nearly all members 
of their respective families were in 
Judge Dunne’s court this evening, where 
an assault case, growing out of family 
troubles, was being heard.

William Mc- 
Fetridge was arrested after a short search 
by the police. The case which was on 
trial before Judge Dunne was the result 
of charges preferred by William Mc- 
Fetridge, who did the shooting tcnight. 

He accused his brother of shooting 

him. Robert admitted the shooting, but 
claimed he did it ause his brother was 
trying to kill him with an ice pick. The 
evidence was so clearly in favor of Rob- 
ert McFetridge that the state’s attorney, 
who .was prosecuting the case, asked 
that Robert be discharged.

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WIFE AND ALLEGED LOVER 


Mrs. Richardson’s Relations with 
Fife Aired in Court. 


HUSBAND THREATENED FIFE 


Told Him That He Must Keep Away 
from Mrs. Richardson. 
State Closss. 


Plattsburg, Mo., January 22.—The name 
of Stewart Fife, the. young society man 
arrested recently at North Yakima, 
Wash., on a charge of murdering Frank 
W. Richardson, of Savannah, Mo.,’ mer- 
chant, was brought in frequently today 
at the trial of Mrs. Addie L. Richardson, 
widow of the dead man. 

Judge Burnes decided an important 
point for the state by admitting evidence 
that might tend to show Mrs. Richard- 
son’s relations with Fife, which the de- 
fense had sought to keep out, and R. A. 
“Morris testified to seeing the couple to- 
gether on different occasions. 

The most important witnegs was Bruce 
Staton, a clerk in the Fi e-Richardson 
store, who told of a quarrel between 
Richardson and Fife in the presence of 
the witness and Mrs. Richardson, when 


all four. were walking toward the Rich-. 


ardson home. . 

“Richardson,’’ said the witness, ‘who 
had been cursing Fife, turned on him 
finally and told him he would have .to 
keep away from Mrs. Richardson. Fife 
told him to shut up his mouth or he 
would shut it up for him. Richardson 
and Fife started toward each other and 
i told Richardson to go {nto the house. 

@harles Glazier, also.a clerk in the 
store, was shown a revolver found five 
hlocks from the scene of the murder and 
believed it was the weapon with which 
Richardson was killed. It looked like 
Tife’s revolver, he said, but he could not 
be sure. 

Nora Terhune was at the Richardson 
touse soon after the murder. She said 
that when an effort was made to prevent 
Mrs. Richardson from returning to the 
rcom where ther husband lay dead, sne 
had said: “I know more about this than 
any one else.”’ . 

J. E. Vaughan, city marshal of Savan- 
rah: J. B. Kennard and Dr. J. Lacey 
testified to seeing Fife within a few 
blocks of the Richardson. home a short 
time after the murder was committed. 

Leonard MeDaniel, Carl Guenther and 
Otto Byers all testified that they had secn 
the defendant with Fife at various times 
late at night. The state rested its case 
and the defense filed a demurrer to the 
state’s evidence and asked that the case 
be taken cut of the hends of the jury. 

Judge Burns held that while there had 
not been enough evidence regarding the 
relations between Mrs. Richardson and 


Stewart Fife to show a motive for the’ 


crime, there was enough evidence to jus- 
tify him in allowing the case to go to the 
jury.

Twelve Men Chosen To Try Him on 
Murder Charge. 


HIS BROTHER IN LAW TALKS 


He Alleges That Patrick Was Of- 
fered 350,000 To Compromise 
the Case. 


New York, January 22.—The work of se- 
lecting a jury for the trial of Albert T. 
Patrick on the charge of having mur- 
dered William H. Rice, formerly of Tex- 
as, W completed today. 

Assistant District Attorney Osborie de- 
.gan his cpening address. He went into 
the well known details of the death cf 
William ® ce an@ the incidents fcliowing 
it. and ciaimed that te would show the 
defendant’s guilt without the aid of the 
aileged “confession of Valet Jones. Mr. 
OGsporne had not finished his add-ess when 
court acjourned until tomorrow morn. 
ings. 

St. Louis, January 22.—John T. Milliken, 
the wealthy chemist, :nine owner and cap- 
italist, of this city, who is a brother in 
law of Aioert T. Patrick, the lawyer, 
who is now on trial in New York, on the 
charge of murdering Millionaire Rice, to- 
day made a statement to the Associated 
Prees in regard to the report that he had 
been offered a bribe to have Patrick com- 
promise the will of 1900: He said: 

“A short time befcre the trial of Mr. 
Patrick began I was called to New York 
and offered $50,000 by certain attorneys to 
have Patrick compromise the will of 1900. 
We declined to accept any offer which 
would exonerate Mr. Patrick of the 
charge of murder, and stop the prosecu- 
tion. A reply of such character was made 
to our refusal that led me to believe we 


We again declined, as no one was ina 
position to deliver what we wanted and 
the negotiations ended.”’ 


“It is not money we want,’’ continued 
Mr. Milliken, ‘‘but vindication, and it is 
for this purpose that I am defraying the 
expenses Of Mr. Patrick in the trial now 
in progress. 

“When I. was called to New York 
by my attq@neys, Messrs: Ganwell & 
Moore, I found that all of the heirs of 
the late Mr. Rice, or their representatives, 
with Captain James A. Baker, of Houston, 
Tex., representing the so-called Rice In- 
stitute, were assembied together for the 
purpose of dividing the estate of Mr. 
Rice. Their meeting resulted in the 
drawing up of a contract, the terms 
of which gave $75,000 to each brother 
and sister or their representatives, and 
the balance to the Texas institute. But 
the lawyer, Mr. Norman Gibbs, of Mt.

The yote cn the adop- 
tion of the amendment stood, ayes 127; 
nays 100. 

Before the general debate closed -

London, January 22.—The ceremony of 
the confitmation of the Rt. Rev. Charles 
Gore as bishop of Worcester, at the 
church house, Westminster, today was 
attended by an extraordinary scene of 
tumult.

‘Whereas, It is known that said Com- 
mandant Scheepers was captured while 
lying sick and injured in a hospital, such 
eapture being in violatfon of articles 1 
and 5 of the Geneva convention, and 

‘Whereas, His execution by the British 
authorities will lead to acts cf retaliation 
and reprisal, be it: ; 

‘Resolved by the senate, the house of 
representatives concurring, That. .the 
president request the government of 
Great Britain to set. aside, in the mterest 
of humanity, stich senténce of death, and 
accord to Commandant Scheepers the 
privileges and immunities guarantéed un- 
der the Geneva convention,” . 

After reading press dispatches reciting 
the statements’ of fact .in the resolution, 
Mr. Teller said: gets. :

STANDING ARMY 
IN PHILIPPINES 


Governor Taft Says Fifteen 
Thousand Soldiers Will 
Be Sufficient. 


ONLY FEW MEN NEEDED 
IN EACH OF PROVINCES 


Civil Governor Thinks That 150 Men 
Will Be Sufficient in*‘Each De- 
partment—He Talks of the 

Dingley Tariff. 


San Francisco, January 22.—Regarding 

a standing afmy ‘in the Philippines Gov- 
ernor Taft says: 
.“Fiftecn thous&nd men. will be an 
ample force in the islands before the 
close of the year. I was told this only a 
few days before I came away. Officers 
thorcughly versed in the situation gave 
me the figures. - 

“I will explain to you how peace can 
be maintained in the islands. We have 
Crganized a native constabulary, which 
is working efficiently. Congress allows 
us to maintain a constabulary of 5,000 
men. They afe under the command of 
Major Allen; who has already enlisted 
2,600 men in this branch of the. service. 
the force is fully organized the 
men will be .distributed in the provinces 
150 men ‘to each province. The detach- 
aments of constables are commanded by 
four officers, three of whom are Yetired 
vorunteer officers and the other a native 
Filipino. When -the constabulary is 


fully. equipped’ it will be détailed in the 


‘figld o> clédm out the ladrones, who are 
intimidating the natives. These Filipino 
constables can be maintained by the 
government at a cost of $250 each a year, 
while the soldiers in the islands cost 
Uncle Sam about $1,000 a head. 

“I know that the Pacific coast people 
would like to see free trade instiquted 
between this country and the islands,’ 
said the governor, “but I am sorry to 
say that I cannot see how it would work. 

“The civil government adoptcd a tariff 
schedule whieh is working well, but our 
internal’ revenue receipts are’ not large. 
When you tax a country too heavily you 
spoil it, and that is the situation in the 
I'hilippines. 

“We have asked that the : Dingley 
tariff be reduced for the products of the 
islands at least 50 per cent. We hope that 
congress will be as generous to the 
Philippines as it’ was to Porto Rico. The 
reduction of the Dingley tariff will mean 
the opening up of a large market for the 
tobacco and sugar of the islands as weil 
as for other products there. Hemp you 
need, and are buying in larger quantities 
every day. By so reducing the Dingley 
tariff a good market for the Pacific coast 
will be opened up.’’ 

Governor Taft said that there had been 
no serious clash between the civi) and 
military authorities and declared that. 
the best of good feeling existed between 
himself and Genefal Chaffee. 

This evening Governcer Taft was the 
guest of honor at a reception tendered 
him by the Union League Club, in which 
the chamber of commerce, board of 
trade and other organizations joined 
Afterwards Governor General Taft left 
for Washington on a special train. He 
was accompanied by General: James F. 
Smith, associate justice of the supreme 
court of the Philippines. 


CLUB FOR NATIONAL GUARD.

Washington. 

Washington, Manuary 22.—The National 
Guards’ Association of the United States, 
whose convention here is being attended 
by the adjutants general of most of the 
states, today adopted a resolution approv- 
ing the establishment of a National Mil- 
itary Club inthis city.

Washington, January 22.~—The district 
supreme: court today sustained the de- 
murrer of the secretary of the treasury 
to the suit instituted by a number of tea 
importers of New York against him and 
the board of tea exports, to test the le- 
gality of the alleged arbitrary fixing by 
the secretary of certain standards of tea 
to govern importations into the United 
States. 

The court held that the acts of the 
secretary of the tredsury, how those of 
the board of tea exports, were judicial in 
nature, and hence could not be reviewed 
on certiorari. 


No Money for Hardeman. 

Washington, January 22.—The senate 
committee on foreign relations today de- 
cided to report adversely the claim of 
William.

THOUSANDS GO IN SMOKE 


Columbus, Ohio, Is Visited by a 
Most Dircsstrous Fire. 


LOSS ABOUT HALF A MILLION

While the Fire Was Raging a Wall 
Fell and Several Firemen 
Were Injured. 


Columbus, Ohio, January 22.—There 
were three: disastrous fires in Columbus 
Tuesday night, the aggregate loss of 
which will reach half a million dollars. 
‘The. first was in the building on East 
Spring street occupled by the Samuei 
Stevens wholesale grocery, John Hayes 
& Co. wholesale leather dealers; Zinn & 
Judkins Company, wholesale hats, and 
E. B. Robbins, dealers in hats. The 
building was a five-story brick and was 
completely destroyed, together with the 
entire stocks of the various firms men- 
tioned. The total loss is estimated at 
$151,300. | 

The second fire broke out during the 
progress of the first and was ih the 
wall paper store of August Ruetty, 189 
East Main street, and the tobacco store 
of Charles B. Smith, 178 East Main street. 
A total loss of $8,400 was sustained. 

Even before the Spring street fire was 

thoroughly extinguished fire broke out 
in the four-story building occupled by 
Dunn Taft & Co.’s dry goods store. The 
heavy fire walls prevented a spread of 
the conflagration, but the building and 
contents were entirely consumed, caus- 
ing a loss of about $203,000. The property 
was insured for $96,000. 
‘During the fire on Spring street, the 
west wall fell into Pearl alley, catching 
members of engine ompany No. 7. Perry 
Cappell had his right leg broken and 
was badly bruised; Charles Young, bro- 
ken ankle and numerous bruises; Cap- 
tain Farrell and Driver Frank Biddle 
were also severely bruised by the falling 
debris, but were able to go to their 
homes. The other two men are resting 
comfortably at the Protestant hospita!.

Congress Urge. 


UNITED STATES IS INDORSED. 


Delegates Wish This Country To Un- 
dertake and Complete the Inter- 
oceanic Water Way.

Mexico City, January 22.—The Pan- 
American conference, at its session to- 
day, dispatched a great amount of busi- 
ness. Yt passed the recommen@ations for 
the preservation of archealogical re- 
mains, the mdorsement of the St. Louis 
Louffiana Purchase exposition, a mes- 
sage of congratulation to Buffalo, in- 
dorsing the success of the Pan-American 
intérnational copyright, and approval of 
an interoceanic canal. 

The following is the text of the reso- 
lution with respect to an interoceanic 
canal, which was carried unanimously by 
acclamation: 

“The republics assembled at the inter- 
national conference. in Mexico applaud 
the purpose of the United States gov- 
ernment to construct an interoceanic 
canal and acknowledge that this work 
will not only be worthy of the greatness 
of the American people, but also in the 
highest sense a work of civilization and 
to the greate8t degree beneficial to the 
development of commerce between the 
American states and the other countries 
of the world.” 

The resolution of congratulation to the 
people connected with the Buffalo expo- 
sition is as follows: 

“Acknowledging the advantages secured 
by the republics of the Occidenta] hemis- 
phere by the Buffalo exhibition which 
| took place last year and the great efforts 
made by that city’s inhabitants and. by 
the director of the said exhibition. to 
secure thesé results, the second American 
international conference resolves that the 
president, Directar General Buchanan and 
the other employees of the Pan-Amari- 
can exposition and the inhabitants of 
the city of Buffalo receive its congratu- 
lations for the great success of that 
memorable and great work, which is to 
contribute doubtless to the improvement 
and fostering of the friendly relations 
between the different states of the new 
world and to the growth and better 
knowledge of its resources, products and 
possibilities.”’ 

A resolution to add two European 
jurists to the committee of jurists to be 
appointed to codify American Interna- 
tional law was uyjanimously approved. 

Volney W. Foster, one of the United 
States delegation, thanked the Pan- 
American conference for 
unanimously favoring the construction 
of an interoceanic canal by the United 
States in the following terms: 

“The JZeiewates of the United States 
desire to express their sincere apprecia- 
tion of the very high compliment that 
has been paid to their government for 
its prospective energy and its purpose 
in this beneficent undertaking. and to 
express the belief that it will serve 
every peaceful purpose of mankind and 
add to those facilities that bring na- 
tions together and secure peace for the 
world.” 

Peru's memorial on compulsory arbi- 
tration in support of the treaty on that 
subject which had alreadv passed through 
the conference was thoroughly temperate 
in tone. A copy of it was at the session 
presented to the Chilean delegation. which 
made absolutely no objection or observa- 
tion of any kind. The memortat. without 
being read, was referred by the chair 
to the foreign relations department of 
Mexico. which course had _ previously 
been taken with respect te.a memorial 
on voluntary arbitration presented bv 
the Chilean delegation. + This places both 
sides on an even footing in the matter 
/ 9% gives satisfaction to all. 

“pe project for an international court 
of claims is the most important that vet 
remains to be decided by the Pan-Amer'!- 
can conference. The object of the project 
is to provide a tribunal “for the settle- 
ment of pecuniary claims brought agains? 
any one of the signatory nations by the 
citizens of any other, when the govern- 
ment of the nations to which the claim- 


matic agents, to procure a settlement of 
such claims. It is understood that the 
claims in question must be based upon 
alleged acts or omissions of the govern- 
ment or officials of the nation against 
which the claims are brought, to the 
detriment of the personal interests of a 
citizen or citizens of the nation which 
undertakes to press the claims. 

The project looks to the making of a 
treaty whereby the signatory nations will 
oblige themselves for a period of Ave 
years to submit such claims to the per- 
mnanent arbitration court of The Hague. 
The treaty, if adopted, will in fact be 
tantamount to a compulsory arbitration 
convention, applied exclusively, however, 
to pecuniary claims. The United States 
delegation are willing to agred@ to this 
plan under certain conditions. It is rec- 
ognized that jt will be in many respects 
advantageous to Americans residing -in 
some Spanish-American countries, as 
citizens of the United States occasionally 
nave claims of this nature against the 
governments of these countries, of which 
the “most protracted diplomatic corre- 
spondence fails to procure a settlement. 
Mhere are some hitches, however, to tha 
final approval of the project in commit- 
tee. One is that the Mexican delegates 
desire the insertion of a clause. to the 
effect that claimants, before having re- 
|course to the Hague court, must prove 
that they have exhausted all legal means 
of "redress in the country against which 
the claim is brought. Again it is recog- 
nized that The Hague court may not be 
open to all the nations of America and 
that for certain cases it may be neces- 
sary tw create a speciai tribunal. The 
comp sition of such tribunal causes some 
perplexity. It is hoped, however, that 
these difficulties may be disposed of s0 
68 to enablé the project to be reported

Witnesses Swear That Neely Went 
to Cuba Bankrupt. 


Sot HE IzFT WITH MONEY 


He Had Nearly $50,000 Deposited 
to His Credit in an Indiana 
Bank. ‘ 


Havana, January 22.—The testimony of 
the postoffice inspectors introduced by the 
government today at the trials of the 
charges groving out of the Cuban posial 
frauds, was to the effect that C. F. W. 
Noely, ex-chief of the Cuban postal bu- 
reau of finanec, came to Havana practi- 


| cally bankrupt in December, 1899; that be- 


tween that time and January, 1900, he 
made deposits in the bank at Muncie, 
Ind., amounting to $43,000, and that the 
bond of $20,000 furnished by Neely at the 
time of his arrest was forwarded from 
his account with the Muncie bank to the 
First national bank at New York. 

Inspector Holmes testified that certain 
deposits Neely had made tirough the 
president of Muncie bank represented 26 
per cent of the bills of the lock box com- 
pany, which furnished the lock box for 
the Havana postoffice. Holmes also tes- 
tified thaf his investigation showed that 
Ee. G. Rathbone had not sent money 
from Havana during the time that he was 
postmaster general of ‘Cuba; that the 
paying off of the mortgages upon his es- 
tate had been done prior to his going to 
Havana, end that all Rathbone’s trans- 
actiere “\ the United States had been 
honora... and above suspicion. 

Inspector Sullivan was still on the stand 
when court adjourned. He said his in- 
specticn of the Havana postoffice had 
not. disclosed irregularities; that it was 
the duty of postoffice insep2tors to report 
upon the condition of all the postoffices 
to the postmaster general; that the lat- 
ter naturally relied upon their roaports; 
have admitted thet much responsibility 
rested with the inspector. He also said 
tie was aware that Rathbone had written 
to Washington askiirg that six good in- 
spectors be sent to Havana. Three in- 
spectors were sent and they had not had 
sufficient experience to examine into the 
details of a large office like that of Ha- 
vana. 


CRAZED BY THE EARTHQUAKE. 


Many People Are Insane in Stricken 
Mexican City. 

Mexico City, January 22.—Subscriptions 
are being taken up here among American 
and British residents for the victims of 
fhe earthquake at Chilpancingo. Three 
women were crushed to death in the 
church at San Jose at Chilapa, while they 
were engaged in their devotions. One 
woman at the first tremor ran to the 
door hoping to escape, but was caught 
beneath the church tower as it fell. For- 
tunately a large portion of the popula- 
tion were in the main plaza ait the time 
of the shock watching a tight rope per- 
formance. 

Advices from Chilpancingo represent 
that Governor Mora and family are liv- 
ing in a stable where a temporary dwell- 
ing has been erected. He offers $30,000 as 
a personal contribution for rebuilding the 
city. Many people are reported to have 
gone insane as a result of the horrors of 
the catastrophe and from loss of rela- 
tives and friends. It is now proposed to 
rebuild the city on another site. 

The Presbyterian missionaries, George 
Johnson and Walter H. Semple, both 
cf Philadelphia, whore headquarters are 
at Chilpancingo, were fortunately away 
at the time of the disaster.

Nations of Europe Hasten To 
Assure United States of 
Their Friendliness. 


THEY STRENUOUSLY DENY 
COMBINE WAS PROPOSED 


Denounce Statement by Lord Cran- 
borre That They Urged Joint 
Action Against United States 

To Prevent Span- 
ish War. 


Paris, Janvary 22.—In view of the state- 
ment made by Lord Cramborne, the Brit- 
ish under secretary of state for foreign 
affairs, in the house of commons Mon- 
day on the subject of representations 
made to Great Britain before and after 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
war and the dispatch of the Associated 
Press from London yesterday on the same 
subject, the correspendent of the Asso- 
ciated Press made inquiries in an authori- 
tative quarter here and received the fol- 
lowing explanations which throw a some- 
what different light on the subject: 

In the first place, in the Spanish ne- 
gotiations, at the end of March, 1898, to 
secure the intervention of the powers Mm 
her favor, Great Britain took the same 
attitude es France and the other pow- 
ers. She neither refused nor consented to 
join in collective action. Af] the powers 
were hesitating untii they ascertained 
the intentions of the others. Russia set- 
tled the matter by the late Count Mowra- 
vieff’s blunt rejectien of the proposal. 

Subsequently, after General Woodford’s 
conference with the Spanish premier and 
Senor Gullon, the foreign minister, at 
which the latter indicated the extent of 
the surrender Spain was willing to make 
to the United States’ demands, the Aus- 
trian government, believing Spain's sur- 
render was sufficiently complete to sat- 
isfy the United States, instructed her am- 
bassadors to propose to the European gov- 
ernments that a not2 be presented at 
Washington urging the United States to 
accept Spain’s offer 2nd avert war. The 
Sp-.nish ambassador in London’ saw Mr. 
Balfour, who promised to instruct Lord 
Pauncefote to act alone or with his col- 
leagues with the view to maintaining 
peace. 

No Coilective Action. 

No collective acticn was definitely 
agreed upon, though Russia, France and 
Germany were disposed toward a move- 
ment which would avert an outbreak of 
hostilities. 

A fow days before the war, however, it 
was declared that Mr. Balfour. had raised 
the objection to which Lord Cranborne 
alluded in the house of commons Monday 
against any note which would have the 
appearance of putting pressure on the 
United States or offering an opinion on 
the United States’ attitude. The Austrian 
proposition fell through and the subse- 
quent joint resolution of congress render- 
ed any further actior out of the ques- 
tion. 

This was the extent of Great Britain's 
action in favor of the United States. The 
statement of a prominent Brifish foreign 
official, quoted in the London dispatch 
of the Associated Press regarding the al- 
leged support by France of the Austrian 
proposal, is .doclared to be incorrect, 
France did not back up the proposal, and 
the French ambassador in London con- 
fined himself to making an inquiry as to 
what view the British government took 
of the matter. France's attitude through- 
out was friendly to the United States as 
well as to Spain, her desire being to avert 
war. She took no initiative in any sugges- 
tion tending to put pressure on the United 
States nor at any time encouraged Spain 
to resistance. 

The value which should be placed on 
Great Britain's leaning toward the United 
States can be gauged, it is declared, by 
the fact that when war was declared 
Senor Gullon was furious, first against 
Germany; secondly, against Russia, and 
only, thirdly, against Great Britain. His 
fesentment against Germany was due to 
the latter having encouraged Spain to re- 
sist and then having abandoned her at 
the last moment. 

Von Buelow Praises America. 

Berlin, January 22.—During the debate 
on the estimates of the chanecellicr’s de- 
partment in the reichstag today the im- 
rerial chancellor, Count Von Buelow, re- 
ferred to the pleasant relations between 
Germany and the United States and to the 
approaching visit of Prince Henry of 
Prussia. 

The chancellor found his opportunity 
in the remarks of Dr. Barth, leader of the 
Freissinnige party, who, in discussing the 
budget, said: 

“IT want to touch upon the political re- 
lations between Germany and the United 
States which are traditionally friendly in 
character. One hindrance to the promo- 
tion of this friendship is the protection- 
ism now prevailing in Germany. It is 
pleasant, on the other hand, to see that 
the projected visit of a German prince 
to the United States has disclosed the 
existence of a large fund of good will 
and cordiality among the American peo- 
ple for Germany. We recognize in the 
union not merely a great and economical- 
ly effective community, but we know that 
the achievements of the United States in 
other fields, such as civilization and cul- 
ture, are very important. The cultjvation 
of the friendship of the two countries is 
a thing to be grateful for. (Applause.) 

Replying to Dr. Barth, Count Buelow 


sald: 

“Tl can only repeat what I said three 
years ago in the reichstag, and I believe 
the views then set forth will today 
meet with the concurrence of the house, 
namely, that we are filled with an earnest 
desire to maintain, on the basis of per- 
fect reciprocity and mutual appreciation, 
the traditional good relations which have 
always existed betwten ourselves. and 
the United States. The voyage of Prince 
Henry to America is an_ expression of 
these good relations, and I am_ convinced 
his reception will be in accord with the 
friendly feelings the two great nations 
have for one another.

Russia Denies Cranborne Story. 

St. Petersburg, January 22.—The cor- 
respondent of the Associated Press here 
has obtained the following statement 
from the Rusgian foreign office regarding 
the announcement made in the Britisa 
house of commons Monday concerning 
negotiations between the powers before 
and efter the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war, and the assertions made 
by a British foreign office official t» a 
representative of the Associated Press on 
the same subject: 

“Russia has always been, and now is, 
extremely desirous of maintaining ami- 
cable relations with the United States. 
Russia never had eny intention of par- 
ticipating in any collective step in the 
Spanish-American dispute which did not 
directly concern her, and Russia did not 
receive any proposition having such ac- 
tion in view. Indeed, we received no in- 
formation regarding Austria’s alleged in- 
itiative or about an attempt on the part 
of any of the powers to interfere in the 
interest of Spain.”

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COURTED DEATH AND- WOR 


Reckless Daring of Alban Caused 
Him To Be Killed. . 


LAUGHED AT REBEL. LEAD 


And Was Soon a Corpse on itge 
Steamer’s Deck—Attack on 
Panama Is Feared. 


Colon, Colombia, January 22.—Just 
prior to the attack by the gunboats of 
the Colombian Ifberals upon the Colom- 
bian government steamers, Lautaro and 
Chucuito, in the harbor‘of Panama last 
Monday... General Carlos Alban, the for- 
mér military governor of that district, 
who was killed in the engagement, was 
standing on the deck of the Lautaro try- 
ing to induce “the chief engineer of that 
vessel to put to sea immediately. This 


the iatter declined to do on the ground 
that it would be imprudent with only 
himself, a blacksmith and three firemen 
in his departmert. While discussing this 
point the first shot from the revolution- 
ary gupboat Padilla struck the Lautaro. 

The Padilla was painted white. She 
was steaming due west with the sun’s 
rays directly astern of her. Her crew and 
Officers could see clearly ahead of their 
vessel, while, owing to the sun's daz- 
zling brightness, the Padilla herself was 
not seen from the Lautaro until she was 
within 400 yards of. that ship. 

A Stampede Occurred. 


There were about 150 soldiers on board 
the Lautaro and immediately the first 
shot was fired from the Padilla a stam- 
pede occurred among them. But General 
Alban, retaining his composure, made 
the captain of the Lautaro take charge 
of the guns which had been mounted on 
that vessel. He supervised everything 
himself until he was struck by the bul- 
let that killed him. 

The captain was wounded in the leg. 
The Padilla had several of her crew kIiil- 
ed or wounded and is believed to have 
been much disabled. 

The steamship Loa, belonging to the 
South American Steamship. Company, the 
same line that owned the Lautaro which 
was in the harbor of Panama at the time, 
rendered immediate. end full assistance 
to the Lautaro, which subsequently sank. 
The body of General Alban has not yet 
been recovered. 

Today all the flags in Panama and Cor 
lon are at half-mast and many tributes 
ecntinue to be paid to General Alban’s 
memory. It is présumed that the lib- 
erals contemplate an earty attack dpon 
Colon or Panama before the arrival here 
of the Colombian gunboat General Pin- 
zon with reinforcements. The govertn- 
ment is alive to the situation and confi- 
dent it will be able once more to inflict 
defeat upon the insurgents. 

There are no forefgn way ships at Co- 
Icn. 

The railroad stations to LaBoca, which 
were occupied by weak detachments dur- 
ing the last attack, of the liberals, are 
now guarded by 600 men. These troops 
have thrown up entrenchments. : 

Want United States To Control. 

New York, Jantiary 22.—General Modesto 
Gafces, second in command of the Colom- 
bian insurgent forces, said today with 
reference to the attitude of his party 
on the canal question: 

“The Hberal party’ in Colombia is anx- 
lous that the United States shall own 
Manage and contro! t’& Panama canal 
and. if in }®#wef, will enact a new con- 
stitution granting the United States land 
requisite for the canal in perpetuity.” 

“The situation in Colombia,” he cortin- | 
ued, “is this: The liberal armies located 
at different points throughout the in- 
terior of Colombia number more than 
20,000 men under efficient generals. All 
are volunteers, serving without pay, 
and have met with most encouraging 
success in capturing strategic points. 
When these armies are increased jn 
strength by the receipt of drms and am- 
munition already shipped to them, we 
believe the Colombian government will 
be forced to capitulate or amend its 
constitution to conform with the clear 
cut modern ideas, which the liberal par- 
ty is fighting for, and particularly relat- 
ing to the matter of the Panama canal.” 

Washington, January 22,—The state de- 
partment today’ received a cablegram 
from the United States consul at Malm- 
ros, at Colon, sta“ng that an insurgent 
attack upon that place is momentarily 
expected.

PEACE OVERTURES ARE MADE.

London, January 22.—A representative 
of The Daily News in the lobbies of 
parliament hears that there has certajnly 
been some sort of peace overtures from 
the Boers, but that the unyielding atti- 
tude of Lowi Milner, the British high 
commissioners in South Africa, has, as be- 

fore, proved an obstacle in the matter. 

The Hague correspondent of The Daily - 
News says that Dr. Leyds, the republican 
representative of the Transvaal, and 
Abraham Fischer, the ‘leader of the 
‘Boer delegates, are having pfrolonged in- 
terviews with D. Van Linden, tg Dutch 
minister of foreign affairs, and Professor 
Asser, the jurist and chairman of the arbi- 
tration counsel at The Hague.

Macon, Ga., January 22.—(Special.)~Hen- 
ry Wrigley, a well-known young man of 
Macon, shot and killed a negro man to- 
‘night known as Big Geechy: Lee Bland 
is his real name. The shooting occurred 
at half-past 8 o’clock on-Cherry street 
near Baer’s corner. 

Wrigley and Jack Dennis and J. T. 
Pearce were in the office in the rear of 
Reid’s «shoe store posting books. The 


front of the store was in darkness and 

the front door was shut. The young men 

heard the door open, and on going to the 

front found the door open and saw a 

negro walking down the sidewalk quite 

fast, and going in the direction of Third 
street. 

Wrigley, who had picked up a pistol on 
the desk in the store, started after the 
negro and called to him to stop. The 
negro quickened his pace. When near 
Baer’s corner he suddenly stopped and 
turned around, holding a pistol in his 
‘right hand and an open long-bladed knife 
in his left hand. He pointed the pistol 
at Wrigley, who told him to drop it. 

For a reply the negro snapped the pis- 
tol at Wrigley, but fortunately it did not 
fire. Wrigley then fired once and the 
ball entered the right side of the negro 
while his arm was elevated in the act 
of firing again. 

The negro dropped to the sidewalk and 
died; aimost instantly. He fell holding 
the pistol in one hand and the knife in 
the other. Coroner Davis held an inquest 
and the jury exonerated Wrigiey.

He 
was a faithful officer. Mr. Maddox was 
3 years of age and leaves a widow ana 
two small children.

Handed Down by Supreme Court of 
United States. 


AFFIRMING LOWER VERDICT 


High Tribunal Holds That Require- 
ments of Fourteenth Amendment 
Were Satisfied in the Trial. 


Macon, Ga., January 22.—(Special.)— 
The ruling of the United States supreme 
court in the case of Isadore Minder, now 
under sentence of death here, will prove 
of interest to many who have followed 


the case. 

It will be remembered that Minder was 
convicted at the November term, 1900, of 
Bibb county superior court. A’ motion 
for n2w trial was made, one reason be- 
ing that ftfie court erred in refusing to 
continue the caSe on acount of the ab- 
sence of material witnesses residing in 
Alabama, whose names were given.

trary to the usages, customs and principles 
of the common law. 

The requirements of the fourteenth amend- 
ment are satiefied if trial is had according to 
the settled course of judiciary procedure ob- 
taining in the particular state, and the laws 
operate on all persons alike and do not sub- 
ject the individual to the arbitrary exercise of 
the powers of government. Because it is not 
within the power of Georgia courts to compel 
the attendance of witnesses who are beyond 
the limits of the state, or because the taking 
or use of depositions of witn@sees so situated 
in criminal caes on behalf of defendants, is not 
provided fi and may not be recognized in 
Georgia, we cannot interfere with the admin- 
istration of justice in that state on the. ground 
of a violation of the fourteenth amendment in 
these particulars.

RINCE HENRY OF PRUSSIA~— 
the man whom the Eng iish call 
“The Prince with the Starci Out’ 
—is coming to America some _ time 
in February, nominally to be _  pres- 
ent at the launching of hjs imperial 
brother’s yacht, actually to try to still 
further cement the friendship betwém 
the United States and Germany by dem- 
onstrating to us the respect which the 
German emperor has for the Monroe doc- 
trine. 

Judged by the standard of former royal 
visitors, Prince Henry is likely to be a 
g00d deal of a surprise to his entertajners. 
He is the most democratic of princes; a 
man who abhors red tape and frippery, 
and who is never so happy than when 
with people who will allow him to for- 
get that he is a royal highness. In his 
own country he is the favored above all 
the German princes; the navy adores him, 
the army admires him, and even those 
few disrespectful persons who call him 
‘“‘Herr von Malily-F Pist,’’ in sarcastic al- 
lusion to the celebrated Kiel speech of 
Emperor Wilhelm, have no ill-feeling for 
the man on ‘whom they have conferred 
the warlike nickname, 

Germany is full of stories aBout him. 
Although he is the younger brother of 
Emperor Williar@ and, therefore, a person 
of subdued importance até compared to 
the crown prince, he is the favorite of 
the people and completely overshadows 
his imperial relatives in the matter of 
personal popularity. Heis to the German 
people what the prince of Wales used to 
be to the English—a person to grumble at 
sometimes, but fo amile indulgently at 
always. 

In appearance this favorite brother of 
the emperor is the best looking man in the 
family. He stands 6 feet high and has 
a bright, almost golden, beard that goes 
splendidly with his sunburned cheeks and 
bright blue eyes. He has a vast pair 
of shoulders, and is altogether of the 
Viking type. There is not a line -of 
dissipation or weariness in his face. He 
takes life cheerfully and he likes every 
hour of it. Few people have ever seen 
him look gloomy dnd none have seen him 
Out of temper for more than five min- 
utes. The last time tpt Prince Henry 
really Tost his temper, indeed, was under 
somewhat pecullar circumstances, 

During the troubles in China he became 
a huge favorite with the American and 
English residents of both Canton and 
Hong Kong. The prince leaPned the Eng- 
lish language from his: mother and it 
comes to him so naturally that he some- 
times drops into it unconsciously in mo- 
ments of abstraction. 

As he speaks English without a trace of 
accent and is a fine, manly fellow, the 
Englishmen in China found in him qual- 
ities which they were proud to believe 
were essentially British. His own coun- 
trymen acclaimed him as a typical Ger- 
man prince, yWwile the Amerjcans found 
him to be.a man of such open-handed 
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and democratic ideas that they readily 
regarded him as an American. In Hong 
Kong he appeared to mix by preference 
with Englishmen. He used the Hong 
Kong Club almost exclusively, finding 
there, perhape—or Englishmen flattered 
themselves so—that cream of hospitality 
which treats even a royal guest asa 
habitue and neither stares him out of 
countenance nor bores him to death with 
deference. With what seemed to be the 
truest courtesy, he was allowed to come 
and go unnoticed. The prince seemed to 
appreciate this very much and shotved it 
by making himself thoroughly at home. 

His pregSence was not without its result- 
ing amusement. One day he entered the 
club bar and ordered a whisky and soda. 
The boy, following the invariable British 
custom, poured out what he regarded as 
a fair amount of whisky and handed 
out the soda syphon, so that the guest 
might add as much soda water as he 
wished. The prince looked interested; 
then puzzled. He icoked at the modicum 
of pale whisky in the glass, he looked at 
the syphon, and he looked at the boy. 
Then he said, suavely: 

“What have you got in that black bot- 
tle?" 

“Whisky, sir,’’ replied the boy. 

“Oh, is that all?’’ said the prince, in a 
relieved way. “I thought it was dynamite 
by the careful way you treated it. Now, 
don’t be afraid of it. It won’t hurt me. 
Go on poyring until I say ‘When.’ ” 

When three broad fingers—a regular 
bo’s'n’s nip—had been poured, the prince 
said ‘‘When,”’ and put the whisky down, 
neat, with the air of a thoroughly thirsty 
man. 

Later on the army and navy officers 
held a ““Gymkhana’’—a sort of athletic 
“meet.”” The prince rode in a bicycle race 
and won it easily. He entered for an- 
other—an obstacle race this time—and was 
getting along nicely until an unusually 
difficult obstacle cropped up in his path. 
The prince went for:it gamely, but came 
a hard and undignified ‘‘cropper,’’ prac- 
tically standing on his head for a second 
or two. His machine was wrecked and 
it was thought he was hurt. An artil- 
lery officer who rode near him dismounted 
and helped him up. 

‘“T hope you are not hurt,’’ 
courteously. 

“Not a bit; thanks, old man,” said the 
democratic prince. “Go ahead now. 
Don’t bother about me. Get right into it,” 
renirnding one, said an English newspa- 
per, in discussing the accident, of a sim- 
ilar remark made upon the field of battle 
by One of the prince’s ancestors, who had 
been wounded. 

Although the prince is thoroughly dem- 
ocratic, it must not be supposed that he 
is in the least undignified. No one can 
stand more keenly on hs dignity or en- 
force more enrohatically what he con- 
siders his rights. He is also keen to re- 
sent the least implied slight to the coun- 
try which he represents.—Brooklyn Ea- 
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SIR THOMAS LIPTON AT XIOME. 


He Discourses Amiably on His Ex- 
periences in This Country. 

London News: Yesterday, acter the 
quite royal welcome he received the night 
before at his residence at Southgate, Sir 
Thomas Lipton settled down quietly to 
the routine of his great business estab- 
‘tshment in the City road, with its lofty 
eounting houses filled by a regiment of 
busy elerks and typewriters, and every- 
thing so clean and tidy that if a speck 
of dust settles on the polished mahogany 
counter an attendant is immediately on 
the spot with a feather duster. How- 
ever, a busy man is always the man who 
has most time to spare, and Sir Thomas 
was able to give our representative a few 
minutes on the subject of the great 
American yacht race which he so nearly 
succeeded in winning. : 

“You had a rousing reception in your 
district last night, Sir Thomas.”’ 

“Yes, I always thought I lived in rather 
a quiet part. I had no idea I had so 
many neighbors until I saw them turn 
out last night. Nothing could have been 
kinder. and, though I have failed to lift 
the cup this time, I WOpe to come back 
next time with another story.” 

“What do you think of the Americans 
as sportsmen?’ 

“So far as the people themselves go, ail 
the world over you could not find better 
than in the United States as regards hon- 
est and fair-square treatment. For fair 
play I would just as soon race in America 
as in England.” 

“What do you think was the cause of 
your failure this time?’ 

“Well, I like to think that the boat lost 
fairly on her merits. I fancy to lift the 
cup a better boat than Shamrock II has 
got to go out there. I am leaving her 
over there for thé purpose of racing, and 
I shculd like wer to race against Consil- 
tution and Columbia in some race next 
season. I know to lift the cup I must 
have a better boat—either build a new 
one’ or alter Shamrock II.’’ 

“Do you think her design was the best 
for American waters?’ 

“I Gon’t think the result had anything 
te do with want of knowledge on the 
part of the designer. Mr. Watson I con- 
sider a very high class designer. We 
have nothing to learn there about de- 
signing; our home waters are a much 
mere severe test for a boat. Our winds 
are stronger, and our tides and currents 
more difficult. I do not think there is a 
better racing spot in the world than off 
Serdy Hook” : 

“But, if a boat built here is designed ta 
n.eet more difficult conditions of wind 
and tide, mray she not be handicapped 
against one M ceptece veer specially for 
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building Shamrock II. Mr. Watson nas 
reason to be proud of his design.’’ 

“TI suppose you saw a great deal of the 
American newspaper men?’’ 

“Yes. Often 1 was interviewed by 
twenty or thirty at cnce. I never met @ 
nicer lot of boys than the American press 
men. I have heard a good deal about 
the worries of being interviewed in New 
York, but I think I have been as much 
in contact with them as any man from 
this side of the water, and I could not 
find fault with one of them if I tried. 
They have always acted as perfect gen- 
tlemen to me. Many a t!me they have 
been told things that would have been 
really good ‘copy,’ but if they knew I did 
net want to publish a thing they would 
not use it. They are as gentlemanly a 
lot of fellows as ever I have met.”’

“Well, I flatter myself that I am,” re- 
joined the woodsman, “but I haven't done 
much hunting this season. Bo many of 
us were killed or wounded by careless so- 
called sportsmen last season that I have 
only ventured out twice.”’ 

“But there have not been so many acci- 
dents of that kind this season as |ast,”’ 
was suggested, 

‘That may be so,’ was the reply, “but 
if it is true no thanks are due the sports- 
men. It is because ‘hundreds, like myself, 
have refrained from going into the woods 
to be targets for carelessness. The fact is 
we who live in the woods are afraid to 
take the risk and many of the old guides 
have gone out of the business entirely for 
that reas@n.”’ 

“What would you suggest as a remedy?” 
was asked. 

“A law that would make the man behind 
the gun guilty of criminal carelessness 
to the extent of manslaughter, and sub- 
ject him to the penalty that now attaches 
to that degree of crime. The publiieation 
in the newspapers of a few convictions 
in that line would put the sportsman on 
his guard for his own safety and save his 
possible victim at the same time.” 

‘There is another source of danger you 
have not mentioned,” said a second woods- 
man. “What is the sense of taking guns 
into the woods that will kill at haps 
2 miles? It is seldom a deer is Killed at 
200 yards in the brush or undergrowth. 
From 5» to 100 yards is the probable aver- 
age, and yet many of the sportsmen from 
cities use long distance guns, a spent ball 
from which will easily kill a man haif 
a mile or more away—a man that the 
hunter did not see at all or know that 
he had shot. If the man chances to be 
alone his remains, or rather his skeleton, 
may be accidentally discovered months or 

ears afterwards. would favor a law 


prohibiting the use in the woods of any 
of the modern long-distance rifles.”

Judge Speer named Tracy R. Hickman 
a coreceiver. He will act with Mr. Smith 
in an effort to fully ascertain the exist- 
irg conditions and get matters adjusted 
so that the minority stockholders will be 
protected. Mr. Tracy is one of the most 
experienced mill men of Georgia.

LUMBER , EXPORTERS MEET. 


They Want Congress To Pass *Law 
To Protect Them. 
Cincinnati, January 22.—The convention 
of the National Lumber Exporters As- 
sociation began there today and will con- 
tinue tomorrow. The association is com- 
posed of the leading exporters of lumber 
of the United States. About twenty rep- 
resentative exporters wero present, in- 

cluding the following officers: 

President E. M. Price, of New York: 
First Vice President H. N,. Saxton, of 
Knoxville, Tenn.; Second Vice President 
John L. Alcoek, of Baltimore; Treasurer 
Richard W. Price, of Baltimore, and 
Traffic Manager and Secretary Eliott 
Lang, of Memphis. 

The principal object of the meeting is 
to agree upon ways and means for urging 
the passage of a bill introduced in con- 
gress entitled ‘‘an act relating to the 
transportation of merchandise between 
the United States and foreign ports, to 
bills of lading and to certain obligations, 
duties and rights in connection with the 
carriage*of property.” 

What the lumber exporters insist upon 
is receiving from the oc2an steamship 
companies of clean bills of lading. They 
complain of the carelessness of the 
steamship lines in the handling of their 
lumber cargoes and the destruction of 
lumber during a voyage. This movement 
is to conmipel the steamship lines to deliver 
the lumber at its destination in as good 
concition as it was received on ship- 
board. There are also minc@ grievances 
fought to be rectified connected with the 
handling of lumber and cther cargoes by 
the Londén dock companies. and alleged 
excessive charges by those companies. 
Ambassador Choate a short tine ago 
formally reported these abuses to the sec- 
retary of state.

Her 
husband, Colonel Kingscote, was an of-

The sneak-thieves, house- 
breakers and hishwaymen have drift- 
ed again into their old resorts and 
recreations. Tue city is burdened 
with negro vagrants in menacing num- 
bers. Cold weather has driven them 
in from the country and from sur- 
rounding towns. They have aban-’ 
doned all. pretense of work and are 
enjoying the snug harbors of the city 
negro settlements, in which they ap- 
pear always to find an inexplicable 
welcome and cooperation in their crim- 
inal devices. 

The time has come to rout them out, 

round them up and apply the remedies 
of the law. ; 
_ The better class of negroes, the in- 
dustrious, law-abiding and aspiring of 
the race, are as much in favor of the 
punishment of this lawless contingent 
as are the other citizens. They are 
forced to bear the odium that is 
brought upon the race by the vicious- 
ness of this vagrant and criminal 
crowd. Their condition and general 
reputation will be bettered by its dis- 
persion. 

There is no acceptable excuse that 
can be made for the present condition 
and Chief Ball should start again the 
crusade against the idle and vagabond 
tramps. Let them be brought before 
Recorder Broyles and he will do his 
duty now as he did it before.

General Sherman’s War Axiom. ' 

In the light of our Philippine expe- 
riences we begin to see that General 
Sherman made an unfortunate contri- 
bution to our military axioms when 
he said “War is hell!” As a metaphor 
it is admirably terse and embodies an 
agreement between the sort of war 
General Sherman made and the popu- 
lar notions of Sheol that has endowed 
his words with immortality. 

There is pienty of evidence that our 
military men have adopted the axiom 
as an inevitable one and believe that 
war ought always to accord with ‘this 
inhuman definition. We do not be- 
lieve that they have done so deliber- 
ately and judicially; the conviction 
has saturated them unconsciously. 
The practices of the march through 
Georgia have evoluted through the 
Piegan massacre and a postgraduate 
course in the results of Weylerism in 
Cuba until we have before us the 
spectacle of the Hughes-Bell plan of 
campaign in the Philippines. 

There’ is no authoritative denial 


have been ordered to maintain the 
hottest pursuit of the insurgents, to 
capture every Filipino suspected of ac- 
tive sympathy with them, to drive into 
reconcentration zones the people with- 
in the radius of action of any garrison 
in the affected districts, and to re- 
gard as guerrillas those who are found 
in arms. Villages are burned, fields 
are devastated and the policy of star- 
vation applied whenever it becomes 
a last resort. ‘ 

Very naturally the American people 
must deplore such methods and dread 


national history. But with the admin- 
istration. boldly avowing its purpose 
to suppress the Filipino rebellion at 
any cost and by whatever means 
emergency may demand, we are not 
surprised that the army is following 
the sort of campaign that is in prog- 
ress. Yet it does seem that in this 
age of the world.and with the princi- 
ples that we assume as the guide lines 
of our national life and purposes, our 
statesmen might invent a mode of 
procedure in the Philippines that 
would’ be more humane, pacifying and 
praiseworthy. The fokde-rol about not 
“treating with rebels in arms” and 
making examples of those ‘‘who are 
firing on the flag’ should be thrust 
aside as puerile. sentimentality and 
vindictiveness unworthy; of this: great 
and generous people. 

In our judgment the great body of 
the American people would rejoice to 
see the president and congress adopt 
a different policy toward the  Fili- 
It ought. to. be possible to sub- 
Stitute for, the “war,is hell’ deelara- 
tion and dofngs a proclamation that 
“Americans are always freemen” and 
that our occupation of their islands is 
for the purpose of imparting among 
them the Nberties, rights and bless- 


ings of,Americanism instead of the 


oppressions and brutalities of Spain. 
Our civilization must be indéed scant 
of wisdom and crude in methods if, 
with our tremendous resources, we can- 
not suppress the Filipino revolt with- 
out savagery and win the allegiance of 
that- primitive people by the arts of 
humanity and helpfulness and the 
honorable treatment of their reasona- 
ble rights and aspirations. 
The Unabsorbable Sambo. 

The New York Times very cleverly 
declines to undertake the effort we 
suggested to it, and that was to find 
an Afro-Caucasian person of less than 
one-eighth negro blood. Our contem- 
porary, however, is loth to give up its 
doubts that our contention about the 
racial dead line is a genuine anthropo- 
logical fact. 

In several private letters and in

The question is one that has for us no 
more than a curious interest: The ne- 
gro, we know full well, is not being ab- 
sorbed, amalgamated or otherwise 
transmogrified into a Caucasian. We 
also know that so long as he is dis- 
tinguishable by his “evident. traces of 
negro blood” he will continue to be 
classified as a negro.

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Another Higher Law Appeal. 

A peculiarity of the Puritan strain 
is its proneness to override an obstruc- 
tion that it cannot dodge. It is not 
at all deterred from such strenuous 
conduct by the fact that the thing to 
be overridden is the constitution of 
fhe country. To justify this practice 
William Hepry Seward invented the 
convenient doctrine of the appeal “to 
the higher law’—that is, the right of 
the individual to make his own par- 
ticular conscience paramount ‘to all 
constitutions, codes and conventions of 
society. 

It is a surprising regurgitation of 
habit to find this higher law be- 
coming the shibboleth once more 
of a faction who find the _ es- 
tablished laws of the land in 
their way. And it is even more sur- 
prising to find the crowd championed 
by one so well reputed for sanity and 
trustworthy ethics as Mr. Lyman 
Abbott. But he appeared in that role 
at a meeting in New York recently 
and advocated the opening of saloons 
on Sunday. The gist of his declara- 
tion is concentrated in these words: 

What I stand for tonight is the right 
cf the people of New York to decide for 
themselves whether the saloons shall be 
opened on Sunday. and the right of the

Itis the state policy, pur- 
sued in the interests of public moral- 
ity, health and a decent regard for 
the better sentiments of mankind, 
that should control in the Sunday leg- 
islation for city, town and country. 
And we apprehend that the people of 
New York state will be slow to yield 
their rights and their prejudices in 
favor of clean and quiet Sundays to 
the imported continentalism and the 
convoluted exigencies of local politics 
in their one great, gregarious city. 
As for the other declaration by Dr. 
Abbott in favor of “the right of the 
individual to decide for himself what 
is right,” it is enough to say that the 
right thus demanded is the initial one 
that every man must surrender who 
becomes the subject of an organized 
society and government. Public liber- 
ty is better and greater than mere 
personal liberty. The good of all must 
always be preferred to the judgment 
and tastes of any one person of the 
body. The right that Dr. Abbott advo- 
cates is closely akin to those that are 
claimed by Johann Most and his ad- 
herents of the Society of the Reds. 
And when he realizes how far he is off 
his American base we feel sure the 
good doctor will hustle back to the 
home-plate.

SERIES II—THE GIVIL GOVERNMENT. 


ANILA, Philippine Islands.—‘‘The 
difficulty in judging the present 
situation and the one that stands

The people have been greatly un- 
settled during the past five “years and 
there has been no real opportunity of 
judging what they will te in normal 
times.

There has, to filustrate, been 
no real opportunity to know of what the 
Filipino is capable as a laborer.

The palaccio, or palace, which is now 
headquarters of the civil government, is 
the handsomest building in Manila. It 
was the seat of Spanish government and 
nothing thas, apparently, been disturbed 
there since the day when Tom Brumby 
pulled down the- emblem of Spanish soy- 
ereignty from the arsenal near by, and 
a company of the Oregon regiment took 
the place of the guard of Seville on duty 
there. The first time I visited the palac- 
cio, the commission was holding an open 
‘nesting in the council chamber, hearing 
objections of Manila merchants to some 
of the proposed tariff changes. The most 
prominent piece of decoration is a hand- 
some full-length portrait of the queen re- 
gent of Spain. The statuary in the mar- 
ble entrance hall remains as it waa during 
Spanish times; a Fil’pino telegraph oper- 
ator is on duty as he was then, but the 
young men at the dosks and manipulat- 
ing the typewriters in the crowded halls 
and offices are Americans. The name of 
the buildings reeks with suggestion of the 
imperial power of Spain, but the building 
itself is no finer than most state capi- 
tols, not nearly so fine as many of these 
edifices. It is not nearly as imposing as 
our capitol at Atlanta and is not more 
than half its size. The interior is more 
attractive, however, for the walls cf halls 
and corridors have been given appropri- 
ate decoration and everything is clean. 
The legislature of Georgia may find a tip 
in this description. The unfinished con- 
dition of the walls of our capitol with 
their thin coating of white kalsomine Is 
little short of a disgrace to the Empire 
State of the South. 

Offices of Commission. 
larger and 
Handsomer than that in which Governor 
Candler transacts the business of the 
state—larger than the reception room and 
private office combined; the offices of the 
heads of the differént depertments here 
are no better equipped than those in our 
capitol and not so well arranged. 

The commission, of which the governor 
is precident, is the executive head of the 
civil g8vernment. The civil government, 
as I understand it, derives its power from 
exactly the same source as the army; 
the president uses one branch for one ser- 
vice, the other branch for another; the 
civil does not supercede the military ex- 
cept as the president shall say. 

The president holds a pretty full hand 
of power with regard to the Philippines. 
If a nation with colonies is usually an 
empire, it is not out of place to call his 
power “imperial.” There is no politics 
in my use of that term. I do not think 
President McKinley was particularly 
anxious to exercise any such power, nor 
is President. Roosevelt. It only means 
more responsibility, more trouble. Con-

Governor Taft believes that within a 
year, or perhaps a little longer, f will 
be safe to reduce the military force out 
here to as low as 15,000. He expressed 
this opinion before the massacre on Sa- 
mar. Whether that unfortunate affair 
has made him-weaken in-the above esti- 
mate at all I have no means of knowing, 
as since my retufn from the southern 
islands he thas been confined to his home 
by a slight attack of fever. It is no 
secret that some men in the civil. govern- 
ment have had their faith in the loyalty 
of professing amigos considerably shaken 
by the news from Samar, especially by: 
the well established fact that the attack 
was led by the presidente of the town, 
who had been considered perfectly friend- 
ly; and it is, moreover, no secret that 
the army takes this massacre as addi- 
tional evidence of their contention that 
the end of trouble is far from being in 
sight. 

In making his/ estimate of the reduc- 
tion of the force, Governor Taft rhade it 
plain: that he puts much faith in the 
constabulary which is being organised 
with Ar rican officers and native pri- 
vates. Major Allen, of the_army, who 
has organized this force and is at its 
head, has much faith in its stability and 
efficiency. He does not agree with other 
Officers of the army who seem to think 
these native police will eventually be a 
source of -trouble. 

“It is dangerous to teach these people 
to shoot and to place weapaps in their 
hands,’ says the army. 

‘We ‘have not had a single desertion,”

There Is no end of room for argument 
Pro and con. The civil officiais are per 
fectly well awure of the feeling against 
their work, if not against themselves, 
Which obtains in the army. This they 
attribute to jealously.

siders the intrusion of the civil govern- 
ment. When they are told that the 
army's finger of scorn is pointed at those 
provinces which have reverted to army 
control after an attempt to rufe through 
civi] channels had proved a failure, the 
officials of the civj} sovernmént pul 
from the archives certain Papers which 
establish some very interesting facts. 

It is clearly shown, for instance, that 
civil government was not set up in a. 
Single district except upon the recom- 
mendaticn and request of: the’ Military 
authorities. In justice to the much criti- 
cized civil programme, this fact cannot 
be set forth too clearly. In every step 
taken the advice of the heads of the 
army out here was followed—in at least 
one instance against the better judgment 
of the commiesioners. | 

Where Some One Blundered. 

On Cebu_ to illustrate, The commission 
doubted the wisdom of setting up a civil 
government, fearing that the conditions 
were not yet favorable. General Mac- 
Arthur urged the step and the civil au: 
thorities took it, only to have to. sur- 
render the island back to the army later 
on. Somebody blundered, This establish« 
ment of civil government on Cebu’ was 
shortly before General MacArthur left 
the islands. It is interesting .to read that 
able and distinguished gentleman’s re- 
pert of conditicgs in Novembér, 190, and 
his subsequent report made early the 
next year just prior to his leaving.

New Orleans, January 22.—-Liverpool advices 
were discouraging, therefore oyr market opened 
4 to 5 points lower and de ined 5 points ad- 
ditional on the large semi-weekly interior re- 
ecipts and the heavy New Orleans and Houston 
estimates for tomorrow, closing at a net lose 
of 9 to 10 peints on the day The semi-weekly 
interior receipts agg-egated 73,000, against 
48,000 last year, a gain of 66 per cent, and 
the port receipts for the five days exceed last 
year by 20,000. After the closing of LAverpool 
cables were received here claiming that Mr. 
Ellison in his next circular would reduce his 
estimate of American consumption 300,000, 
or in other words, miuking the amount requisite 
10,360,000 instead of 10,660,000. ‘This seems 
to confirm the reports of unsatisfactory textile 
trade in Europe, and as the movement contin- 
ves larger than expected, short crop advocates 
became uneasy and realized to some extent. 
There is a very large lorig interest in the 
market, which may be forced to liquidate, 
providing receipts d». not soon show a decided 
tencency to decrease. 


W. E. Small & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, January 22.—Liverpool came Ite 
to 2 off, which was a surprise to vur traders, 
as New York held firm yesterddy and Liverpoo] 
was expected to come a4 little better. The 
weakness was caused by the heavy scmni-week- 
ly movement and increase in stocks at interior 
points. As stated in revicus letters, this 
movement is due, in our opinion, to the farm- 
ers being forced to sell in order to p cash 
for provisions. It is folly to expect these 
receipts to continue, and we expect a mate- 
ricl falling off in receipts next week and a 
perpendicular dro. next month. Insiders are 
pounding the market n orcer to buy our staple 
cheap, ani those who lave the nerve and 
money to stay with their contracts will be sure 
winrers in the end. Liverpool seems to have 
changed in sentiment, and are now free sellers 
of our options which, in itself, is sufficient evi- 
dence that cottcn is,dragging the bottom, as 
these traders are never known to be on the 
right side, and Wall street plays on them like 
a buffoon. The conservative cotton men of 
this country are quietly absorbing heavy lines 
of May and August cotton at these figures. 
We advise buying on a scale and holding for at 
least 100 points profit. 


Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, January 22.—There was consider- 
able selling pressure on March this morning 
and that month went off at the opening 6 
points and other months 2 to 5 points. The 
undertone was weak, and holders who have 
been patiently waiting for something new 
threw their cotton over in disgust. Receipts 
fail to show the decrease predicted weeks ag0, 
and we hear that the same cry of an early 
serious shrinkage, of which, however, there 
is really nothing reliable. It is likely to be a 
narrow market at best. Prices may fluctuate 
to the exient of !Q points, but nothing more 
is regaided as probable unless the bull powers 
behind the throne, of whom we hear so much, 
fare disposed to take hold. This morning they 
were credited with immense buying at ethe 
de->line. The market failed to show much 
change during the early session. Port receipts 
33,000 bales, against 29,000 bales last year. 
Desrpite the bearish tendency in some quarters, 
it was evident that any attempt to advance the 
market would meet with good response. . Not 
a few people in the trade are disposed to 
wait awhile before taking a decided view as to 
the size of the crop, inasmuch as the smallest 
crop views find as. many believers as the~high- 
est estimate. Meanwhile, more or less talk 
as to the prepanations for the next crop are 
heard. This, of course, will have no little 
bearing on prices, for when the eve of planting 
season arrives we must have reached a point 
where the movement will afford a better idea 
of the firal result and the contending forces 
will probably be much nearer in their VviQws 
instead of 2,000,000 apart as today.

New York, January 22.—The nrofessional 
operators in the market made an upward turn 
of prices again today. The dullness of the

MAYOR APPOINTS A 
COMMITTEE OF THREE 


Will Oppose Granting of Charter Ap- 
plied for by H. M. Atkinson 
for Incorporation of ‘“‘Geor- 
gia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company.’’. 


The city will protes: against the grant- 
ing a charter for the incorporation of 
the Georgia Railway and Electric Com- 
pany. This was decided during the ad- 
journed gession of council, yesterday af- 
ternoon. The application filed by H. M. 
Atkinson and othors for incorporation is 
to be acted upon by the secretary of state 
next Monday, and the city’s protest will 
be presented in writing before the end of 
this week. 

After considerable discussion council, 
by a vote of 14 to 3, adopted the resolu- 
tion by Councilman John C. Reed pro- 
viding that a committee of three, to- 
gether with the city attorney, go before 
the secretary of state and submit this pro- 
test. Late yesterday afternoon Mayor 
Mims appointed on that committee Coun- 
cilman Reed, chairman; Alderman W. M. 
Terry and Councilman James L. Key. 

The object of. this protest, so it was 
stated, was to preserve whatever right 
the city might have in the matter. The 
city attorney when questioned as to the 
weight such a protest would carry with 
it, said that the secretary of state would 
have the power to refuse to sanction that 
section of the application which asked 
that the new company be allowed to pur- 
chase other railways. 

Council met yesterday afternoon in ad- 
journed session and after several mat- 
ters had been disposed of, Councilman 
Reed introduced his resolution. The pa- 
per was originally introduced last Mon- 
day, but action on it was postponed be- 
cause of the new steps taken to reach an 
agreement looking to the consolidation of 
the public utility conporations doing bus- 
iness in Atlanta. 

Colonel Reec Speaks. 

Colonel Reed, in moving that his reso- 
lutio.s be adopted, stated that next Mon- 
day was the day on which the secretary 
of state was to take action regarding the 
application for charter and he thought 
it would not do to delay making provision 
for a formal protesr, He said he had 
modified the verbiage of the original res- 
olution somewhat to meet the views of 
several members of council. 

He said further that. the application 
contemplated a charter extendiug over a 
period of 101 years, while it was his un- 
derstanding of the Jaw that state char- 
ters could not be granted for more than 
thirty years. Colonel Reed asserted that 
he could find no authority which would 
authorize the granting of a state charter 
with the provision permitting the incor- 
porated company to purchase other rail- 
ways, but that-the usual certificate of 
charter is restricted to the construction, 
equipment and operation of street rail- 
ways. He was of the opinion that it 
would be good policy on the part of the 
city to offer a formal protest to the 
granting of a charter, under the terms 
cf the application. 

Councilman E. P. Howell declared that 
such a protest would not amount to any- 
thing and was unnecessary. ‘“‘This thing,”’ 
said he, “is as silly as if we desired to 
protest against the meeting of the Georgia 
legislature next fall.’’ He said the com- 
pary could not use ihe streets until the 
city should grant the necessary permis- 
rion, and he thought the protest would 
cnly lead to litigation, which he was anx- 
ious to avoid. 


To this Colonel Reed replied that he 
was sorry Captain Howell had taken this 
position, and reminded the councilman 
from the seventh that last Monday after- 
noon he had stated he would join with 
the speaker in the protest if the matter 
was deferred until after it had been as- 
certained that no agreement as to con- 
solidation could be arranged. 

Captain Howell wanted to know if such 
a settlement was not now being consid- 
ered, and in reply Colonel Reed stated 
that no agreement had vet been reached. 
Mr. Howell then proposed, as a substi- 
tute for the resolution, that Councilman 
Reed be authorized by council to go be- 
fore the secretary and offer any protest 
against the granting of the charter which 
would not involve the city. 

Mr. Howell’s Substitute. 

Councilman Howell was requested to 
put this substitute In writing, and then 
Councilman Warren called for the pre- 
vious question, which motion was calec- 
lated to cut off further debate. Council- 
man Kontz asked that the motion be 
withdrawn for a moment that he might 
say a few words. He argued that it was 
) very essential that the city should not 
“sleep over any rights which it might 
have.”’ 

Councilman Beck asked City Attorney 
Mayson if a protest would do any gvod, 
and Mr. Mayson answered that if such 
a protest was made to the secretary of 
State he was of the opinion the state 
Officer could not grant the charter as to 
the application for the privilege of pur- 
chasing other street railways. 

Mr. Howell then submitted’ his substi- 
tute. Councilman Kvuy declared that he 
throught the Howell substitute did not 
treat the subject with the dignity or seri- 
ousness it deserved. He suid the paper 
seemed to strike at Councilman Reed, 
who, he stated, appeared to be trying to 
do the proper thing at the right time. 

On the motion to adopt the substituie 
the vote was 4 to 13, anu it was declared 
lost. The Reed resolution was then adopt- 
ed by a vote of 14 to 3. 

At the beginning of the meeting Alder- 
man Wcecodward arose to a question o 
personal privilege. He said his remarks 
last Monday relative to the water board 
had created more of a sensation than he 
had anticipated, and while he stil 
thought the board had excecded its ap- 
propriation, yet he had no intention of 
reflecting upon any one. 

When council adjourned it was with 
the understarding that. it would meet 
@egain next Monday afternoon, when the 
January apportionment sheet will be con- 
sidered, and it is expected that a report 
wil: be had from the special tax com- 
roittee. .

Police ina Quandary About John i. 
Lee. 


DANGEROUS TO BE AT LARGE 


Had Ninety Days To Serve in Stock- 
ade—Adjudged Lunatic by Or- 
dinary and Turned 
Loose. 


The recorder and the police authorities 
have run against a very remarkable 
case. John M: Lee, a young man wno is 
arn habituai drunkard and who has given 
the police much trouble, was sent to the 
stockade for thirty days last week. His 
selatives sacured his release by having 
him adjudged a lunatic by the ordinary. 
Lee was turned loose and Tuesday night 
he was drunk again and came near Kkili- 


‘ing a woman in a house of questionable 


character. Tuesday night he was again 
arrested and locked up. Yesterday morn- 
ing he was tried and senterced to an- 
other thirty days in the stockade. The 
plea of insanity was set up and Lee was 
about to be released again. 

“That is a pretty come to pass,” re- 
marked the recorder. ‘“‘Here is a man 
who, in his fits of drunkness, walks 
about the streets like a wild beast, @ 
danger to all good citizens: If he is 
simply a drunkard he ought to serve out 
his sentences; if he is really crazy he 
cought to be confined.”’ 

The chief of police was called imto cor- 
sultation and he and the recorder talked 
over the ‘‘Lee case.” 

“I do not think such a person ought to 
be at Jarge,’’ the recorder said to the 


chief of police. . 

“TI quite agree with you,” said the chief 
of police to the recorder. 

‘Tee has now ninety days to serve ir 
the city chaingang,”’ the recorder went 
cn to say, “and, of course, since he has 
been adjudged a lunatic we cannot send 
him there, but he ought not to be at 
large.”’ 

It was finally agreed to keep Lee at 
the police barracks until the matter 


could be further looked into. 

The police do nct believe Lee is insane. 
He has been drinking heavily for a lcng 
time, and when sober he is rational. 
When drunk he is crazed, they cay, like 
anv other drunk man. While under the 
influence of drirk he is dangerous and 
cn several occasions the police have been 
called to his home to protect his family. 

The chief of police will probably make 
an arrangement to have Lee held in the 
Tower until he is transferred to the 


state lunatic asylum. ee

It specifies that the money thus 
raised is to make the extension and im- 
provements and to retire a half million 
dollar bond issue of 5 per cent gold bonds’ 
of December, 1895, and to liquidate some 
indebtedness. 

The Central Trust Company of New 
York is trustee. It is reliably stated that 
the Atlanta extension is to be made 
without delay ahd-that if the Seaboard 
Air Line purchase deal is true as re- 
ported it may cosanect with that road at 
Bolton. 

It is understood the mortgage has been 
recorded in. Murphy, N.|C., end will at 
once be sent to Atlanta and other Geor- 
gia county seats. . 

This bond issue sirengthens“the belief 
here that the road is to be controlled by 
the Seaboard Air Line. It is understood 
the Atlanta extension was decided upon 
and the bond issue ordered at a meeting 
held in Atlanta in November,
